Colonial Policy Declared to Be Contrary 


to the Theory of Our Government- 
Gen. Wheeler Not In At curd with Hie 
Resolutions. 


Washington, Feb. 2S.—At a caucus 


of the 'democratic members of 
the 


house.of representatives, held in the. 
hall of the house .Monday night, the 
following declaration of policy 
and 


resolutions as .to the Philippines were 
adopted: 


"We hold that the constitution of 


the ^United States was ordained and 
established for an intelligent, liberty- 
loving and self-governing people, and 
cannot 
successfully be applied to a 


people of different virtues and condi- 
tions. 
We therefore hold that a co- 


lonial policy is contrary to the theory 
of our government and subversive of 
those principles of civil liberty which 
we have been taught to cherish. We 
believe with the declaration of inde- 
pendence that all governments derive 
their, just powers from the consent of 
the governed, and we are unalterably 
opposed to the establishment of any 
government by the 
United 
States, 


without the consent of the people to 
be governed, and in conformity with 
these principles we instruct the minor- 
ity members of the foreign affairs com- 
.mittee to introduce and" urge the fol- 
lowing resolution: 


"Resolved, That the United' States 


hereby disclaim any disposition or in- 
tention to exercise permanent- sover- 
eignty, jurisdiction or, control over the 
Philippine islands, and assert their'de- 
termination,- when 
any independent 


government shall have been erected 
therein, to transfer,to said government 
upon terms which shall be reasonable 
and just all rights secured under the 
cession by Spain and thereupon to 
leave the government and control of 
the islands to.their people." 


Another resolution by Mr.- Griggs 


(Ga.) 
was adopted, as follows: 


"We, the democratic members of the 


house of representatives, in-caucus as- 
sembled, commend the signal loyalty 
and valor of our soldiers and sailors 
in the performance .of-every military 
duty to which they have been assigned 
by proper authority, however much we 
may deplore the policy of the adminis-

iron made in Minnesota for the next ten 
years, Minnesota finds the reward oE 
labor distributed in that state does not 
exceed $1 per ton of iron ore mined; 
wherear Bessemer pig sells for SI0 per 
ton. steel rail for §18, tin plates for $70. 
Most all ol the advance ia prices over 
the cost of the ore in the ground is^paid 
to labor,

or transporting. Now it is proposed 
that much of the cost of transportation 
shall be saved to the consumers of the 
Northwest and the money paid for con 
verting the ore into useful products 
shall be distributed in Minnesota, where 
the laborers shall be consumers of the 
products of Minnesota farmers.

world. Always o£ two stories, there is 
a high stone basement, with-' a''car- 
riage way to the court, whare are the 
servants' quarters and domestic offices, 
The upper story is o£ wood, being com- 
plete in itself, so that in case of an 
earthquake it will settle together. The 
ceilings are covered with cloth instead 
of plaster.: A. wide stairway "leads up 
from the carriage way. Between three 
and four feet above the floor of this 
story is a. wide window ledge with 
grooves running the whole length o£ 
every side. 
In " these 
grooves slide 


blinds arid also frames in which are 
set small squares of oyster hell (called 
"concha"). 
Both blinds and 'conchas' 


run the full length of each side. Either 
or both can be closed at.the same time, 
and both can be slid back to the width 
of one at each end, leaving the whole, 
side open, and allowing the air to cir- 
culate as freely as in a shed. The roofs 
were formerly mad*> of heavy curved 
tiles. 
Now galvanized iron is used, as 


it vastly decreases the chance o£ Hie 
roof falling during an earthquake, and 
lessens the damage if it does. 
On the 


other hand the iron roof is much rnore 
likely to be blown off by the terrible 
typhoons. 
The native houses are 


built of bamhoo, with thatched roofs 
made of the leaf of the nipa palm, and 
elevated from six to ten feet on bam- 


boo poles.
